At  Antwerp  in 
I-'.'!-',  he  was  betrayed  to  his  enemies,  and  Im- 
prisoned In  the  castle  of  Vllvorde.  where  he  died 
a  martyr  In  October,  1,",36. 

According  to  Johann  Dobneck  (Cochlaeus),  In 
his  De  Actia  et  ScrlptIs,  Martini  Lutherl  (1549 
ed  :  p.  142  f,).  3.000  copies  of  the  first  ten  sheets 
(.\-K)  of  this  book  had  been  secretly  printed 
(probably  by  Peter  Quentell)  at  Cologne,  when 
the  editors  were  obliged  to  flee  to  Worms,  and 
there  begin  work  afresh.
